Today’s  Washington  Brief 

•The  Interior  Department  on  Monday  issued  a long-awaited  and  long- 
contested  permit  to  Royal  Dutch  Shell  to  drill  in  the  Arctic  Ocean.  The 
department  said  it  will  allow  Shell  to  drill  an  exploratory  well  since  the 
company  has  complied  with  the  department's  earlier  mandate  that  it 
obtain  a ship  capable  of  responding  to  a blown  well.  (Wall  Street 
Journal) 

•When  Congress  comes  back  in  September,  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  will  be  facing  tough  questions  about  the  Animas 
River  spill  in  Durango,  Colo,  earlier  this  month.  The  Senate 
Environment  and  Public  Works  Committee,  the  Senate  Indian  Affairs 
Committee,  the  House  Natural  Resources  Committee  and  the  House 
Science  Committee  are  all  considering  holding  hearings  on  the 
Colorado  spill.  (Morning  Consult) 

•And  EPA  has  begun  its  own  investigation  into  the  spill.  The  agency's 
Office  of  Inspector  General  said  its  probe  would  focus  on  the  "cause 
of,  and  the  EPA's  response  to"  the  spill.  (The  Hill)

•After  making  headlines  this  year  for  divesting  its  government  pension 
fund  of  coal,  Norway  announced  Monday  that  it  will  divest  its 
sovereign-wealth  fund  - which  is  the  world's  largest  - of  investments 
in  four  companies  involved  in  producing  palm  oil  and  contributing  to 
the  destruction  of  tropical  rainforests,  (the  Wall  Street  Journal) 

•Houston-based  Black  Elk  Energy  is  facing  multiple  criminal  charges 
over  a 2012  incident  in  Louisiana  that  killed  three  workers  and  injured 
several  others.  The  company  is  charged  with  five  counts  of  violating 
federal  health  and  safety  laws  and  one  count  of  violating  the  Clean 
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Water  Act.  (Houston  Ji  1 ic  ia) 


•BP  said  on  Monday  that  a key  unit  at  its  Indiana  refinery  is  still  shut 
down  more  than  a week  after  its  initial  closure.  The  company  said  it  is 
continuing  repairs.  Gas  price  spikes  in  the  Midwest  caused  by  the 
unit's  closure  appear  to  have  steadied.  (Nasdaq)
